With the combined skill of Prose- 


cutor Albert E. Thomas, Harry H. 
Hilgemann, his deputy: "Walter Im- 
roel. representing the sheriff's fare*, 
and Chief Abbott and Detective Ser- 
geants Pnppert and Hall, of the city 
police force, bent untiringly and In- 
cessantly upon the mystery surround- 
ing the murder of Harold I. Sha'.v, 
nothing has developed that warrants 
the authorities in making an arrest.

Identification pf the body, is positive 
that he left her rooming house before 
noon of New Year's day.

Contempt Charge Dismissed 


by the Boss is Called 


Guilty Anyway. 


A ROAR FROM BENCH 


Cincinnati. O.. March 15.—In a sen- 


sational utterance Judge Frank Gor- 
man, of the court of common pleas, 
today dismissed- the contempt charges 
against George B. Cox. 'ranker and po- 
litical leader. He declared the utter- ' 
ances of Cox. which were published 
.ifte.r the letter's indictment for per- 
jury, were "Insolent and false." 


In his findings on the 
Cox case, 


Judec Gorman said in part: 


"There is no doubt in the mind of 


the court that George B. Cox. when he 
published hi? Insolent and false state- 
me.nt on Februa.ry 22 concerning: this 
court and! the grand jury. ftiJij- in- 
tended to produce j-jrt such effect as 
the ,'iipreme court says, that the 
statement in the Msy.er.-5 caso was in- 
tended and calculated to.produce."

are always x-elcome. 
There 
are a 


number or ways of making apple pie, 
but none morp appetizing than that 
which 
the 
New England housewives 


call the "old-fashioned" apple pie. It 
is prepared by lining a de«p dish with 
good flaky crust nnd filling it up with 
very thinly sliced apples, little lumps 
of butter being tucked in here and 
there. Take a tablespoonful of sugar 
and n teaspoonful of cinnamon and a 
teaspoonful of flour; mix together, add 
thrpp-quarters of a cupful of sood m»- 
l:i.ssess. mix thoroughly: then turn over 
the apples, put on the top crust and 
hake In a steady oven. 
It has to he 


carefully watched, for It has 
a 
bad 


habit of making over or running a 
little. 
This does no harm, however. 


The pie is very rich and Is good hot 
or cold. 


The dumplings and the fritters, with 


the apple as foundation are too well 
known to need introduction here. Also 
the famous "Brown Betty" pudding ot 
southern origin. It is a cheap, whole- 
some am! very nice dessert, the sauce 
being the greatest expense of the pud- 
ding, for It Is usually the hard sauce 
and takes a goodly quantity of butter 
and sugar.
